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perennial and annual grasses,, and planting of fodder root and ensilage crops 
are not fulfilled. MTS do not extend the necessary aid to kolkhozes to 
create an adequate fodder base .,(12) 

At a meeting of the Chitlnskaya Oblast Council of Workers’ Deputies, 
Isayev, chief of the Chitlnskaya Oblast Agricultural Administration,, reported 
that in 1952 the plan for increase in number of livestock was exceeded for 
all types of livestock. The number of head of sheep increased by almost 50 
percent as compared with 1951. livestock productivity increased. Kolkhozes 
of the oblast fulfilled the plans for wool, milk, and meat deliveries ahead of 
time . (13) 

During the last 3 years, the number of head of livestock in sovkhozes on 
Sakhalin Island increased as follows; cattle, 3 6 percent; hogs, two times; 
and fowl, four times (1/*)
